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WILMINGTON, Del., Dec, 
One man is known to be dead and 
the town of New Castle, Del., is be- 
ing bombarded by exploding shells 
as the result of a fire which broke 
out today in the shell room of the 
Bethlehem Steel plant at New Cast- 
le, seven miles from Wilmington. 

The loss is $200.000, 

Chief of Guards Jacobson, after 
directing a score of men to remove

was blown off by a bursting shell. 

The territory adjacent to the plant 
ia under a heavy bombardment. Au 
ambulances in Wilmington and other 
héarby cities have been rushed to 
New Castle. Members of the Wil- 
mington fire department also are en 
route to the scene. 

The cause of the fire is unknown. 

It is understood that there was a 
large quantity of T. N, T. stored in 
the plant when the explosion occur- 
red. 

Reports from the scene of the re- 
ported disaster are meager. Physi- 
cians and nurses are being rushed 
from this city, as it is feared that 
there may be heavy loss of life. 

The Bethlehem Steel Company’s 
plant at New Castle was established 
immediately following the outbreak 
of the war. It cost about 1,000,000 
and was created for the purpose of 
filling foreign orders. The plant is 
composed of several large buildings, 
situated on the Delaware River and 
covers nearly five acres. Nearly 1,- 
@00 persons, mostly men, are em- 
ployed. 

The force of the explosion was 
felt for miles. (Chester, Pa., report- 
ed that windows were shaken in 
buildings there. 

On account of all wires being 
down, definite information regard- 
ing the exact condtion is lacking.

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"TREATMENT OF WAR PRISONERS 


Capture by the Germans js, feared nearly as much 
as death. To many Americans, familiar with the stories 
of cruelty, neglect and starvation in German prison camps, 
such a. fate mab be, regarded as worse than death. 


It doesn’ t seem likely that,.any:considerable portion 
x of our troops will be captured. . Americans don’t take 
kindly to surrender. But a few of our boys have been 
taken already, and the number will grow while the war 
lasts. Our government has undertaken, none too soon, 
to make all arrangements. for the safety and comfort of 
these Americans whose lot, at best, will be hard enough. 


There is comfort in the information that Germany 
has abolished the worst horror of her prison camps, as 
a result of vehement protests made by allied neutral gov- 
‘ernments. There is said to be:less brutality to prisoners 
of all races and better medical care and-sanitary conven-' 
iences. But much is sure to be lacking. Even if Ger- 
“many had the ‘will to treat, her ptisoners well, she lacks 
“food. and suppli¢s of various kinds. The most any pris- 
oner can expect, unless he receives*8pecial aid from home, 
is the barest necessaries -of life. Without such aid, he will 
‘be fortunate if he survives ‘without having his health per+ 
‘manently ruined. 


It: is possible now to send help. Large numbers of 
prisoners, particularly British and French, are said to be 
Tecelving regular ‘installments of wholesome food, cloth- 
ing and.other essentials, shipped into.Germany by neu- 
tral intermediaries, and honestly distributed by the Ger- 
man authorities. The United States government is mak- 
ing arrangements to Provide aimitarty, and on a liberal 
scale, for our own ‘prisoners. 


There is every’ reason why Germany should show an 
accommodating spirit in this matter, and why she should 
herself provide everything. she can for captured Ameri- 
ans. .We haveé,some 1,400 German prisoners of war in 
this country, and. will soon have many more. They are 
_ Peceiving the best. of treatment €ver accorded any pris- 
“eners in the history of warfare. They, not only receive 

as. good, food and lodging. as our own troops, but are paid 

sameas ours.. And the pay is incomparably higher 
‘than that of their-own army and navy. If Germany wants 
this fine treatment to continue, it behooves her to be de- 


cent to: our men.

It. is, merely; advisory to the: various governments. 

Those governments retain their power of independent 
action. They will act with more complete information 
“as to ‘the status of the war on the various fronts and the 
4 requirements of their*allies, and that is.about all. The 
preat war for the preservation of democracy continues: 
as a group of separate campaigns which may or may not 
work effectively to a common end, according to circum- 
stances. 

Military. decisions remain in the hands of civilian rul- 
ers affected by political considerations. And Germany’s 
war for the conquest of the world remains in the hands 
of a strong, central. military authority. 

It is being recalled in this country that the United 
States never made ‘any real. headway in the Civil War 
until President Lincoln put the entire direction of the 
northern armies in the hands of Gen. Grant, and let him 
: use his own judgement, What is needed by the Allies,

UNCLE SAM 
USt MOVIES 10 
INGREASE FOG 

PRODUCTION 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 12— 
Official motion pictures bringing 
home the vital importance of in- 
creased food production will be 
shown by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in hundreds -of 
regular motion picture theatres 
throughout the United States. The 
first releases, which are to be hand- 
led under an agreement with the 
Universal Film Manufacturing Com- 
pany through its exchanges, will be 
made early in December. The first 
film will show activities in the Na- 
tional Forests, which are important 
sources of timber and water supply 
and also afford grazing for a large 
number of cattle and sheep. 

The second ,release, which will 
follow in about two weeks, will 
show what children through the pig 
clubs are doing to increase the sup- 
ply of pork. Other selections from 
the department’s 40,000 feet of of- 
ficial subjects will make clear var- 
ious features of food production, 
the raising of meat animals and 
horses, and will deal with home ac- 
tivities such as poultry raising and 
the canning and drying of perish- 
able products. ~ 


The department laboratories are

IN BAD PLIGHT 
ARE TH 
ITALIANS 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 12— 
The latest Austro-German effort to 
break through the Italian front has 
completely failed, Rome announce- 
ed in official despatches reaching 
here today. They say: 

The fierce fighting of the last few 
days has subsided into a period of 
camparative calm. 

The superhuman resistance of the 
Italian soldiers prevented the Aus- 
tro-Germans from _ attaining the 
strategical advantages of their of- 
fensive, although they succeeded in 
obtaining gains of purely tactical 
character, 

DAYS OF INACTION 

The failure of the enemy attacks 
jis indicated by the inactivity on the 
Baie front for the last three days. 
The invaders have desisted from 
attacking the positions in the di- 
rection of the Brenta canal on ac- 
count of the complete exhaustion 
of the forces engaged. This re- 
sult is much more important be- 
cause of the German system of em- 
ploying large bodies of troops and 
of repeating the effort, always with 
increased violence, in order to reach 
the goal. 

The fact also must be considered 
that, in mountain warfare, a victory 
will not produce the desired effect 
unless it is immediately exploited 
with unrelenting action. 
THOUSANDS SACRIFICED 

General Conrad has _ sacrificed 
hundreds of thousands of his best 
soldiers in successive assaults, pre- 
ceded by unprecedented artillery 
Preparations, and the _ position of 
the Austro-Germans today is .not 
only not improved by the progress 
made, but is in fact more unfavor- 
able to them than at the beginning 
of the offensive because of the diffi- 
culties they now face in revictualing 
their troops, it now being necessary 
for them to transport water to their 
positions, 

The usual heavy snowfalls of this‘ 
season will aggravate the hardships 
of the enemy and threaten his lines 
of communication. . 

It may be stated, therefore, that 
the central powers have, failed to 
obtain their concrete general objec- 
tive, namely, to break through the 
Italian Mnes and lead their victor-
